And then you realize that the boss really is not a so-and- 
so, but a conservative business man who watches his 
pennies during the year and after he is satisfied there 
is a profit that warrants it, he slices a melon and counts 
you in. :

SO WHEN the Chrysler Corp., on Monday of this week, 
announced that it is taking $2,300,000 out of earnings 
for distribution among its 59,000 employes mebbe you get 
the parallel. I think this voluntary action on the part 
of Walter P. will do more to continue the friendly rela- 
tions between labor and the corporation than anything 
else that could be done. Undoubtedly labor has read of 
dividends—big ones distributed through the year to stock- 
holders, and asked where labor’s cut comes in. Now the 
answer is given.

CHRYSLER LABOR always has been a contented lot. 
It should be, for it is the boast of the corporation that its 
wage rate is even higher than the 1929 level. Walter P. 
himself started out wearing a blue shirt and so he is 
most appreciative of the value of satisfied workmen. He 
says he is endeavoring in every practical way to offset 
the effects of the seasonal character of the automobile 
business upon stability of employment. 

I take it that this distribution of earnings among the 
workmen is not a gesture on his part, but a sincere de- 
sire to give his men a well earned slice of his profits.

JACK FROST is taking a most practical way to find out 
if dealers as a whole are in favor of his program to in- 
sist on retailers showing a 20 per cent gross profit on their 
used car operations. He knows his directors are unani- 
mously sold on his proposal, for when he submitted it 
at the New Orleans meeting there wasn’t a dissenting 
voice. But what do those dealers who were not at New 
Orleans think of it? That’s what Jack is trying to find 
out, and to get this information he is putting it to a vote. 
Forty thousand ballots are being sent out with this end 
in view. 

* * * 

WHEN THE RETURNS are in, Frost will be in a posi- 
tion to go to the factories with his data. I’m predicting 
a big “yes” majority, basing this on the unanimous vote 
of the board when the proposition came up for action. 
The directors are, I think, representatives of the dealer 
body as a whole and if they lacked faith in the plan 
there would have been some dissenters.

ALL ARE AGREED that if the factories would back 
up the NADA in this revolutionary effort to solve the 
used car problems that the battle would be won. But 
what I have found out snoopin’ around, is that the car 
makers are hesitant about committing themselves. There 
are legal problems involved, they think, although assured 
by Frost that these have been cared for. But if the 
NADA can show them that most of the dealers want 
such a plan put into execution, mebbe it will have con- 
siderable effect upon those executives who refuse to stick 
their necks out at this stage of the proceedings.

YOU CAN’T TELL me there is no sentiment left in 
the automobile business. Else why the proposed silver 
jubilee celebration of the inception of the Dixie Highway, 
set for Feb. 18-22?

Detroit merchants and Chrysler employes had 
cause for jubilation yesterday following the 
announcement by the Chrysler Corp. of its 
plan to distribute $2,300,000 cash among its 
59,000 employes as an additional share of the 
proceeds from some 840,000 cars and trucks produced by 
the units of the corporation during 1935. This profit 
sharing will affect men now on the payroll who weré 
employed at any time during the first quarter of this 
year. It will also be rated according to service in any of 
the corporation’s units so that $2 per year is added for 
each year of service. On this basis the lowest payment' 
will be $30 and the highest $50. There are some 6,000 
men eligible for the maximum payment, of whom about 
4,500 are employed in the Dodge division. The disburse- 
ment, W. P. Chrysler made clear, is in appreciation of 
the co-operation and effort which men in the plant have 
given the corporation during the past year and there can 
be little question that as we come (we hope) toward the 
end of an exceptionally bad winter when heating bills 
have been high Mr. Chrysler’s co-operation will be ap- 
preciated by the men. The payments will be made Feb. 
14, which puts the corporation on par with the original 
St. Valentine.
